International .Good-will. 


OUR AIMS MISUNDERSTOOD

PARIS, Dec. 24.—There is little good- 
will in Hurope for the United States 
this Christmastide. Uncle Sam is the 
international Scrooge as others see 
him. He may have been the world’s 
Santa Claus once, but that is all for- 
gotten now. Today he is the object of 
almost universal and carats % envy 
and dislike. 

Whether it is a loss or a gain may be 
mooted, but the fact remains that the 
moral leadership of the°world which 
America once thought it had, has gone 
into Limbo. 

When peace-on-earth wishes go forth 
from Washington the rest of the world 
wants to know what Washington has 
done to help peace.. It is ever empha- 
sized that the two great efforts in| 
recent times toward world understand- 
ing are the League of Nations and the 
World Court, from both of which the 


United States is conspicuous by its 
absence. 

America offers the world the oppor- 
tunity to come to its shores and dis- 
arm, but there is no drawing power 


4in the invitation, for in these times 


America cannot lead the nations. 
Either they do not wish to be led the 
American. way or they prefer some 
one else to do the leading. 


The Lack of Understanding. 


There must be an element of tragedy 
in all this; there must be hideous mis- 
understanding. If Europe misjudges 
the United States perhaps Americans 
also misjudge Europe. It is true that 


the United States has done things 
scarcely of a nature, to please other 
nations, but, after all, it turned the 
scales in th: World War. 

Americans may have shortcomings 
which cause them to fail to measure 
up to the high standards they like to 
set for others, as well as for them- 
selves. Is there not room to charge 
the mismanagement of international 
relations with the blame distributed 
on both sides of the Atlantic? 

The motives of the American peopl€ 
are not and cannot be those which 
Europeans in general assign to them. 
On the other hand, the motives of 
Europe are not those which many 
Americans assign to them. There are 
millions of folks on both sides of the 


Atlantic with fairly good ideas, fairly 


good ambitions—all of them. Yet here, 
on Christmas Eve, eight years after 
the war of common effort, the nations 
are spitting spitefire across 3,000 miles 
of ocean. 

If the observer who has watched the 
swing of the pendulum in the relations 
between America and Europe may: be 
permitted an opinion, it is this: the 
United States does not do enough ex- 
plaining. Peop:e over here cuss Amer- 
ica and no one defends it. Virtue 
may be sure to triumph, but there are 
sO many conceptions oi virtue. 


Our Ambassadors Reticent. 


American ambassadors are notoci- 
ously reticent, whether through official 
fear or design. America is buying and 
equipping elegant embassies, but it re- 


mains true that European journalists 
practically waste their time in seeking 
information or explanations about the 
actions of the Washington Govern- 
ment from them. 

What a difference from the British, 
who maintain everywhere information 
bureaus attached to their embassies. 
Not only does the United States do 
none of this work, but officially diplo- 
mats meet in world assemblies and 
America is generally absent. 

Take a gathering at Geneva, or The 
Hague, or Paris, or London, to deal 
with international matters. What may 
be said about America goes unan- 
swered, whereas others explain their 
words and actions. The American 
Senate votes reservations to World 
Court adherence which admittedly are 
not clear. Others ask the United 
States to discuss the matter and the 
reply is that the reservations must be 
taken or left. They were left. 

In’ short, the United States’ has an 
international réle whether it wants it 
or not, amd at present it is playing 
that réle with poor technique. 

It is probable that unless America 
deigns to stoop from her mountainous 
and dignified pride, next Christmas 
will find Europe feeling as it does to- 
day, namely, that Uncle Sam may 
have a lot of goodies in his -stocking, 
but the rest of the crowd — they 
ohoke him.

STEADIES THE FRANC 


Poincare Government Prepares 
to Stabilize at About 25 
to the Dollar.

BUSINESS HELPED. AT ONCE 


Pramier Is Credited With Shrewd 
Move That Will Check 
Speculation.

PARIS, Dec. ,24 (4).—French trade 
received an acceptable Christmas pres- 
ent today in the form of a steadied 
franc: Taking the situation in hand 
yesterday the Bank of France and 
the French Treasury succeeded in two 
days in putting the French unit on 
apparently solid ground through the 
simpletannouncement that they were 
ready to take or sell dollars and 
pounds to any amount the speculators 
wanted to buy.or unload. 

Reliable, information is that the Gov- 
ernment intends for the moment to 


keep the pound between 121 and 123 
francs and the dollar at around 25 
francs. This is taken as indicating 
that eventual stabilization will be in 
the neighborhood of these figures. 

The movemedtt in the direction of 
what was called semi-officially today 
‘‘pre-stabilization”’ was well timed and 
carefully prepared. Premier Poincaré 
is understood to have made up his 
mind that the franc could not go any 
higher without greatly affecting eco- 
nomic conditions. Unemployment, while 
not yet serious, threatened to assume 
alarming proportions from the fact 
that it has been impossible for several 
weeks to do any. business for next 
year’s delivery. 

Having plenty of dollars and pounds 
in hand the Government was prepared 
to grapple with speculators on both 
sides of the market. 

The operation had a healthy effect 
upon general business. The Bourse, 
after an irregular session Thursday, 
showed considerable improvement tow~ 
day. The general opinion is that’ M. 
Poincaré has _ cleverly checkmated 
speculators who had.been seeking in- 
dications as to the figure at which the 
franc was likely to be stabilized but 
were caught unawares by the sudden 
official announcement, 


Paris Move Surprises Wall Street. 


The French franc did not vary yes- 
terday from the quotation of 3.96 cents, 
which is the equivalent of the rate at 


which it has been ‘‘stabilized’’ for the 
present in Paris. The announcement 
that the Bank of France will ‘be pre- 
pared to buy or sell foreign exchange 
at that rate caused considerable sur- 
prise in New York financial circles. 
It was accepted here as a warning to 
speculators who have been buying the 
franc for a further advance. 

The rapid upward movement in. the 
franc, which has risen, from a low 
point of 1,93% cents last July to a high 
point over 4 cents this week, has 
caused complaints of damage to busi- 
ness in France through falling prices 
and other accompaniments of defla- 
tion. The Government several times 
has indicated that it considered the 
advance too rapid and the present ac- 
tion was undertaken to check it. The 
nature of the undertaking shows, how- 
ever, that while the Government for 
the time does not desire a further ad- 
vance in the franc, it does not wish a 
recession from the present level. 
‘There is much conjecture in Wall 
Street as to the level at which the 
franc ultimately will be stabilized. HI 
was pointed out that there is nothing 


‘in the present arrangement which 


would prevent a higher level being 
chosen at a future date. The general 
belief here has been that a level higher 
than 4 cents would finally be chosen as 
the stabilization point for the franc. 
Holiday dullness has'descended on the 
market, and transactions in the franc 
yesterday were very light.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 24 (#).—Dis- 
couraging reports on the condition of 
‘Frank Tinney, blackface ‘comedian, 
came from the. _ Naval —— here 
today. 

Tinney has shown no improvement 
since he entered the. Naval Hospital 
on Dec. 12... He has been suffering 
from a nervous breakdown ‘since he 
was stricken on the stage in Detroit 
in .September., No one is permitted 
to.see him except his brother Joseph, 
'who.lives here, nurses and physicians, 

“‘We-fear,’’ said a hospital physician 
today, “that Mr. Tinney will never 
again be able to return to the stage. 
Although we hope. for the best, the 
chances: of his complete recovery are 
slight. Physically his condition is 
}comparatively good, but mentally it is} 
very grave. He is able to be up some 
of the time. At first his condition 
gave us some encouragement, but 
these periods are becoming less fre- 
quent. We have not yet, however, 
given up all hope of his recovery.’’ 

Tinney was born in this city and 
worked for two undertakers, a depart- 
ment store and a jeweler and ran an 
elevator in: an office building. His 
first stage engagement was at an en- 
tertainment given by the Parochial 
School he attended. His family sent 
him to Texas for his health when he 
was about 20. Upon his return he 
joined ‘Barlow's Minstrels as a musi- 
cian at $10 a week. Later he was 
raised to $25, but lost the job when 
he asked for an increase of 28 cents 
with which to get his laundry. 

Then Tinney set out for himself, do- 
ing all sorts of musical turns in the 
Middle West. It was in Maysville, 
Ky., in 1905, that he inaugurated the 
idea of ‘cracking jokes with the leader 
of the orchestra. Until then he had 
been billed as the ‘‘only rival of Pader- 
ewski.’’ Finding that his jokes and 
monologues brought laughter, Tinney 
soon blossomed into a comedian with 
an international reputation. He once 
played for & year at the Palace Music 
Hall in London.

Had Served as Controller of New 
York State—Gallant Soldier 
In Civil War,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.— James 
Wolcott Wadsworth, former member of } 
Congress from the Genéseo District of 

New York, father of United States 
Senator James W. Wadsworth Jr. of 
that State and son of General James 
Samuel Wadsworth, who was killed at 
the Second Battle of the Wilderness, 
died of pneumonia tonight after an ill- 
ness of only three days, in his eighty- 

first year. 

Mr. Wadsworth, who since his re- 
tirerment from Congress in 1907 after 
a service of sixteen years had been 
dividing his Winters between Wash- 
ington and Geneseo, had planned to 
leave for Geneseo tomorrow with his 
son, Senator Wadsworth, ‘to spend the 
holidays at the parents’ home. 

Mr. Wadsworth, despite his advanced 

‘age, was in apparently good health un- 
til he was taken ill on Tuesday night. 
Pneumonia developed immediately. He 
passed away at 5 P. M. today at his 
son’s home, 1,737 K Street Northwest. 
At his bedside were Mrs. Wadsworth, 
their only son, Senator Wadsworth; 
their only daughter, Mrs. Fletcher 
Harper of The Plains, Va., and Sena- 
tor Wadsworth’'s wife, formerly Alice 
Hay, daughter of the laté John Hay, 
Secretary of State under McKinley 
and Roosevelt. 

Senator Wadsworth said tonight that 
the family would accompany the body 
to Geneseo on a train that would leave 
Washington tomorrow afternoon or 
evening. Burial will be in the village 
cemetery, where three generations ot 
the Wadsworth family rest. 

‘The late Mr. Wadsworth was a 
brother of Lady Barrymore of Mar- 
bury Hall, Cheshire, England, widow 
of Arthur Post of New York and 
mother of Mrs. Montague Charles 
Eliot, the former Miss Helen Agnes 
Post of New York. 


Familiar Figure in Geneseo.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Dec. 24.—Gene- 
seo, in the heart of the Genesee Val- 
ley, tonight: refused at first to credit 
reports, despite his 80 years, of the 
passing of one of its most widely 
known and influential citizens, Major 
James Wolcott Wadsworth Sr. 

Former Representative in Congress, 
agriculturist, financier, horseman and 
follower of the hunt, Major Wadsworth 
was a familiar figure about Geneseo 
streets almost to the end. Usually he 
was on horseback, whether traveling 
through the village or over his vast 
estate in Livingston and adjoining 
counties. 

He felt the recent defeat of his son, 
Senator Wadsworth, most keenly. A 
little later his suit for $50,000 damages 
against the Pennsylvania Railroad for 
the ‘burning of a barn, which he at- 
tributed to sparks from a locomotive, 
went against him after the jury had 
heard a bitter contest for. two weeks. 


This defeat also deeply affected the 
aged man. 
Major and Mrs. Wadsworth cele- 
brated their golden wedding last Sep- 
tember. Their children and grand- 
children gathered about them at their 
Geneseo mansion, and messages of 
congratulation from President Coolidge 
and other notables poured in, as well 
— tributes from their country neigh- 
ors. 


Came of a Notable Family. 


James W. Wadsworth was a grand- 
son of James Wadsworth, who with a 
brother, William, migrated from Dur- 
ham, Conn., in 1796 to what is now 
Livingston County and acquired a 
‘large tract of land, formerly a part of 
the old Phelps and Gorham purchase 
in the Genesee Valley. His father was 
Brig. Gen. James S. Wadsworth, Re-| 
publican candidate for Governor of 
New York in 1862, who was killed in 
May, 1864, while rallying his troops at 
the Battle of the Wilderness. 

James Wolcott Wadsworth Sr. was 
born on Oct. 12, 1846, at Philadelphia, 
the son of James 8. and Mary Wheaton 
Wadsworth. He received his education 
at Hopkins Grammar School, New 
Haven, Conn., but his preparations for 
entering Yale were brought to an end 
by news of the death of his father. 
Young Wadsworth left school in the 
Fall of 1864 and enlisted in the Union 


army. He served as volunteer aid on 
the staff of General G. K. Warren, 
commanding the Fifth Army Corps, 
Army of the Potomac, from Oct. 1, 
1864, to January, 1865, and then was 
made captain of volunteers and aide de 
camp. On April 1, 1865, he was 
brevetted major of volunteers ‘‘for gal- 
lant and meritortous service at Five 
Forks.”’ Later he was ordered to report 
to General Sheridan at New Orleans, 
but hostilities ceased and he was mus- 
tered out in June. 


Once State Controller. 


Upon his return to Livingston Coun- 
~ty Major Wadsworth assumed man- 
agement of the extensive Wadsworth 
farm interests. In politics he was 
always a stanch Republican. His first 
public office was that of County Super- 
visor in 1875, 1876 and 1877. During 
1878 and 1879 he was an Assemblyman 
and in 1880 and 1881 State Controller. 
Then he was elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress, and subsequently 
served in the Forty-eighth, Fifty- 
second, Fifty-third, Fifty-fourth, Fifty- 
fifth, Fifty-sixth and Fifty-seventh, 
retiring in 1907. He,.was a member of 
the Constitutional Convention of 1915. 


In 1898. he received the honorary de- 
gree of Master of Arts from Yale. At 
one time he was President of the Board

—— late Declares Munsey Had an 
Intense Interest In Art—-Made 
“ Decision After Vane

Erman J. Ridgway, . now of Chula 
Vista, Cal., an associate of the late | 
Frank A. Munsey, publisher . -Of The 
Sun, other newspapers and magazines, 
explained: yesterday in a eulogy of Mr. 
Munsey how the publisher came to 
leave most of his estate, valued at 
$25,000,000, to the — — ‘Mu- 
seum of Art. 

Mr. Munsey’ 8, will, - made public a 
few days after his death on Dec. 22;.: 
1925, surprised apparently many per- 
sons who knew him well because’ he 
had never indicatéd publicly any un- 
usual interest in art. Officers of the 
Museum said he was a member who 
paid $10 annually into: the institution’s- 
treasury along with hundreds of other 
persons, but none recalled ever having 
seen him there. Mr. Ridgway in his |. 
eulogy, as printed in The Eyening 
Post, disclosed that Mr. Munsey had 
an intense interest in art, believed 
America needed a keener apprecia- 
tion of it and thought long of. how to 
leave his money so Americans might 
learn moré about art. 

“Be talked to me quite a little about 
his will and was impatient bécause I 
could. not help him,” said Mr. Ridg- 
vay. ‘He seemed to think because I 
had graduated from: college I should 
be able to tell him just where to make 
twenty or thirty million do the best 
work for education. There has been a 
good deal of criticism about the chief’s 

will, most of it, I am bound to say, 
from people who will never. have any 
difficulty in disposing of their own 
estates. The critics may rest assured 
of one thing—it was nota hasty will. 
It was a very far-sighted will. And 
the man who made it expected to face 
his Creator and was willing to stand 
or fall on His verdict. 

“It has been urged that the chief 
did not know ‘art, and that, therefore, 
his will, leaving his millions to an art 
museum, was unnatural. Carnegie did 
not know literature when he gave his 
libraries. ‘Rockefeller did not know 
medical science when he endowed the 
foundati6n. It is natural for men to 
set high values on what they do not 
know about. Through -his will the 
chief wanted to serve in a big way, 
and, if possible, in a unique way. ‘For 
years’ he investigated and weighed. 
What was the biggest unsatisfied need 
in-America? What was the thing most 
people lacked? What. did other na- 
tions say Americans lack?. Apprecia- 
tion .of art—an understanding of its 
place in a rounded civilization. ._ The 
chief did not fr ent art galleries, nor 
stand enrapt before a masterpiece, but 
he did appr te loveliness—a rose, a. 
stunning woman, a birch tree, a sun- 
set. He did build beautiful buildings 
even if they were practical and profit- 
axble.’’ : 

Mr, Ridgway seid Mr. Munsey 
thought after the World War of buying 
a ducal estate in Austria. which in- 
‘cluded a ‘“‘superb art gallery.’’ 

‘‘When in romantic and florid terms 
he was wont to tell of the dream and 
describe the estate he always saved 
the art gallery’ for the climax,” he 
continued, ‘‘and when he came to that 
his voice. would take on a note almost 
of reverence as he told of the wonder- 
ful ‘galléry and the priceless -master- 
pieces. Just what relation this expe- 
rierice had, if any, to his will nobody 
living knows. If he had not already 
decided, it may well have been deter- 
mining. But it does show that the 
chief was far from being insensible to 
the deep appeal of art. That he wanted 
his will-to make a huge splash I cheer- 
fully affirm. How he would have en- 
joyed the universal amazement! But 
the real inspiration for his magnificent 
and most intelligent gift to the Metro- 


“| politan Museum of Art came from his 


intense desire to’do a lasting sevice 
for humanity. It was the tremendous 


R: | hour of his life when he hit upon the 


idea of making his millions work 
through the centuries for culture, for 
‘the ‘finer side’ of life. It must have 
strained him mightily to keep that 
| gorgeous secret.” 

The remainder of Mr. Ridgway’s 
eulogy. was a tribute to the personal 
qualities of Mr. Munsey, whom he 
called thte “‘protector’’ of his associates 
jand friends, who were eager to honor

INDIANA CHARGES FAIL. 


icant Jury feturnie No indfotmarite 
After Corruption Inquiry. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 24 (#).—Eleven 
weeks of investigation of charges of. 
corruption among high officials of In- 
diana have failed to result in indict- 
ments by’ the Grand Jury that con- 
ducted the inquiry.

POLICE SEEK STRANGER 
IN IOWA MURDER CASE 


“Mr. Williams”. Is Believed to 
Have Killed Council Bluffs 
Woman by Throttling Her. 


COUNCIL BLUFFS, Iowa, Dec. 24 
(?).—A mysterious stranger was sought 
tonight in. an effort to solve the death 
of Mrs. John Berard,~ 41, wife of the

ifgide Duty and Watchmen to . 
Patrol Outside Area... 


~ Special to The New York Times. - 

ALBANY, Dec. 24.—Possibilities of a 
wholesale jail delivery from the Bronx 
County Jail, which is now being close- 
ly guarded since the recent outbreak in 
the Tombs, are pointed out in a report 
made public today’ by the State Com- 
mission of ‘Prisons. The jail at 177th 
Street and Arthur Avenue and the 
Annex at 1618t Street and Third Ave- 
nue were. inspected recently by Chair- 
man John 8S. Kennedy and Leon C. 
Weinstock of the commission.. — 

The report stresses that the jail is 
the only one of its kind in the State, 
that it occupies five floors of what was 
once the Bergen Building and which 
the City of New York purchased. The 
question raised by the .inspectors is 
whether the property is too valuable to 
be used for jail purposes in view of 
the steadily increasing population of 
the Borough of the Bronx. 

“There is much to criticize in the 
present scheme of admitting visitors to 
the jaij,”’ the report says, *‘because_of 
the limited and, in our opinion, abso- 
lutely unsafe quarters provided for this 
purpose. Visitors have to be admitted 
into the jail proper before they can be 
searched. It is then possible-to search 
male prisoners, but women are not 
searched because no matron is assigned 
here and no room is provided where 


this can be done. 
Both men and women visitors enter- 


is adjacent to the kitchen and in which 
trusties are employed. Even with the 
supervision as given it would be easy 
for visitors to pass contraband and 
weapons to trusties or prisoners who 
might be called to the main floor of 
the jail at that time. 

‘Failure to search women prisoners 
is fraught with no end of danger. Im- 
mediate arrangements should be made 
to have a matron appointed and all fe- 
male visitors searched because of the 
ease with which they could bring in 
contraband or weapons. * 


Urges Longer Visiting Period. 


‘Visiting hours are from 11 to 12 
o’clock each day. The time is not ex- 
tended because of the lack of keepers 
to supervise at other hours. It is 
stated that at times as many as fifty 
visitors are in these quarters and there 
are many prisoners at the other side of 
a single screen during that time. Suf- 
ficient help should be provided at once 
so that the visiting hours can be ex- 
tended apd spread the number of visit- 
ors Over a longer period of the day and 


thus lessen the danger of allowing such 
a large crowd. inside the jgi] at one 
time. 

“There is great danger of an out- 
break in allowing this large number of 
visitors in the jail with the few officers 
in charge, as they could be overpow- 
ered, their keys taken from them, and 
& jail delivery effected. There should 
be double screening between prisoners 
} and visitors for security sake, as well 
as to prevent the passing of contra- 
band through the screen. 

‘“‘The transporting of prisoners up 
and down the building in an elevator, 
attended only by an elevator operator 
alorig in years, is most dangerous. As 
many as ten men are sent down for 
visits at one time. At any time this 
man might be overpowered and pris- 
oners could run the elevator to the up- 
per floors and escape through the 
— rooms or District Attorney’s of- 

ce ” 

The report then goes on: 

“At the entrance of the jail there is 
an ever-present danger, by reason of 
.the present construction of the main 
door, in that visitors can approach 
same without being seen, and when 
the keepereat the gate’ opens the slide 
in the door a gun could be thrust 
— the door and the keeper cov- 
er 

“This is particularly dangerous after 
the day shift goes off duty. The slide 
in the door must be opened at all 
hours of the night, by reason of the 
fact that bondsmen and others come to 
the door and request transcripts or pay 
cash bail. . 


North Gate Is Unprotected. 
“Outside on the north of the jail 
there is a gate and door opening into 
an areaway, which is unprotected and 
leads into an alley, which runs to 177th 


street, wherein a number of persons 
couki hide after dark; also, on the same 


areaway, the fire exit in the rear of 
a theatre, which is always open and 
leads to Belmont Avenue. Men con- 
tinuously come into this alley and call 
to the prisoners on the north tiers. 
“Immediately adjoining the rear of 
the prison is a vacant lot which fronts 
A person stand- 


dows on the corridors where prisoners 
exercise and call into the kitchen. A 
fire-escape separates the prison from 
the lot, and if a prisoner went up the 
fire-escape it is very likely that he 
could find some door open on some of 
the floors above the prison, or at times 
enter the court rooms and from there 
he could readily escape by walking 
aay the public stairway of the build- 
ng 

“On the south side of the prison seri- 
ous danger exists. Here again there is 
a vacant lot adjoining the prison and 
fronting on Arthur Avenue. A person 
could walk from there. and stand on 
the stone retaining wall outside the 
prison and talk into any of the cells on 
the south side. and in some instances 
be within twenty feet of the prisoner 
in his cell. Qnly recently a man was 
found talking to a prisoner charged 
with murder, with only this short 
space between them. 

“Civil: prisoners and" witnesses are 
kept in a dormitory in the front of the 
jail, facing Arthur Avenue, one story 
above the sidewalk. The windows in 
the dormitory are barged but are with- 
out wire screening, and it would be an 
easy matter to lower a cord from the 
dormitory to the sidewalk, a distance 
of .one story, and get guns or other 
contraband into the jail. These arti- 
cles could then very ly be passed 
to a trusty for use in the jail. 


’ Wire Screening Advised. 


“The windows of the dormitory on 
the second floor should be immediately 
covered with | heavy close-mesh wire 
screening to prevent this danger.
